The following clipped from the Deseret News may contain valuable informa- 
tion to the Saints emigrating to Utah: William Brewer, writing from Henefer. 
Utah, says: ‘Ihave been requested to ask you if you would publish particu- 
lars of obtaining citizenship: (1) How long you must be here to obtain first 
papers? (2) How long after before you can get second papers? and (3) the 
fees for the same? Please answer in the Neuss and oblige a number interested 
in the same.’ The answer to the first question is—At any time, but he can- 
not be admitted until he has resided here five years, and must have taken 
out his first papers at least two years prior to getting the second ones. He 
must also have resided in the Territory one year next preceeding his admis- 
sion. The answer to the second question substantially appears above—not 
less than two years must intervene between the two events and the latter one 
must occur at least five years after arrival in the United States. Neither of 
these apply to minors who were under eighteen years of age on arrival and 
resided here continuously until twenty-one, and who act in their own behalf; 
these may take both papers at the same time whenever they choose after 
having lived here continuously for five years. provided such period takes 
them to twenty/one or past. To the third question, the final fee taxed and 
paid is $5; we don't know where the law is that authorizes it, but it is done,

Five years later, 
after the Saints had organized a new county and purchased large tracts of 
land, twelve or fifteen thousand were driven from their possessions under 
circumstances of the utmost cruelty, largé numbers were murdered and their 
leaders imprisoned. Relieved at last from this persecution they settled in 
Ilinois, and in the few years of peace granted them they built up the pros- 
perous city of Nauvoo, but only eight years after their expulsion from Mis- 
souri, mob violence again compelled them to flee, and they left the confines 
of civilization, went a thousand miles beyond the frontiers of the United 
States, and settled in the Rocky Mountains, among the savages, whom they 
found to possess more of the milk of buman kindness than the so-called 
Christians among whom they formerly lived. - — 

The reader will observe from the above that as the persecution inerensed 
in severity, so did the Church increase in numbers, and truly spread farther 
and farther” because of the opposition it met with. Indeed it bas become 
proverbial that the more Mormonism” is opposed the better it thrives. The 
late Alexander Stevens, Governor of Georgia, and Vice-President of the now 
defunct Confederate States of America, when asked what would be the result 
of the late attempts of the United States Congress to crush out “ Mormon- 
ism” by legislative enactments, his laconic, yet wine reply was, The result 
will be to make more Mormons.” 

Sixth: The name of Joseph Smith was to be known among the nations of 
the earth. By some—the righteous—it was to be held in honor, and by 
others—the wicked—in reproach; but by the latter class it should be held in 
terror because of the great and marvelous work which is to follow the coming 
forth of the fullness of the Gospel. That was rather a bold prediction to 
make of an obscure youth, without education, without influential friends, 
reared in the bick woods of an American State. Yet we may ask right here, 
what nation or people, in civilized lands at least, has not heard of Joseph 
Smith and the work he, under the direction of heaven, has accomplished? 
And even in the lands that are called heathen the proclamation of the new 
dispensation has been made, and is being received. In all these lands and 
among all nations the name of Joseph Smith is being held in honor by the 
righteous who have given the subject their attention, and in reproach by the 
wicked. But this last named class will yet hold it in terror because of the 
marvelous work that shall follow the introduction of the fullness of the Gos- 
pel; for seeing that every other item of the prophecy nnn 
may reasonably expect that this last-clause also will come to pase. 10 

During the troubles that occurred in Missouri in 1838, Joseph Smith and 
a number of other leading men in the Church, were condemned to be shot 
in the public square of Far West by a court martial of the mob militia: into 
whose hands they had been betrayed; but through the interference of rough, 
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old Genetal Doniphan, the mob-militia authorities were afraid to execute the 
sentence they had passed; but the prophet and his associates, still under that 
sentenes, were taken to Independence, in Jackson County; their friends being 
told BY General Clark, Commander an- ohief of the mob forces, never to hope 
for their ‘deliverdiice, for their dom was sealed, their fate, was fixed, Yet 
the day following the one which witnessed the heart-rending scenes that 
attended the departure of these prisoners from their families and friends, 
the 3rd of November 1838, ae er in a —. confidential tone to the 
brethren, and said! 

„Boe of good cheer, brethren, the word oi the Lord came to me last night that our 
lives should be given us, and that whatever we may suffer during this captivity, not one 
of our lives should be taken”—(Autobiography of F. P. Pratt, p. 210 

The prophecy came to pass, not one of that little band lost their lives 
during that persecution, though they suffered a cruel imprisonment for a 
number of weary: months, and death at times seemed inevitable. 


In the ee Jornal under date of Angust 6, 1842, is found the follow- 
ing entry: 

the shade of the building on the 
subject of our persecutions in Missouri, and the constant annoyance which has followed 
us since we were driven from that State. I prophecied that the Saints would continue 
to suffer mach affliction, and would be driven to the Rocky Mountains, many would 
aptetatize, others would be put to death by our persecutors, or lose their lives in oo 
quence of exposure or disease, and some of you [to the brethren present] will live to go 
and assist in making settlements and build cities, and see the Saints become a mighty 
people in the midst of the Rocky Mountains.” 

The reader will remember that the region of the Rocky Mountains waa in 
the possession of Mexico at that time, and that there was a wilderness of 
thirteen hundred miles between the location of the Saints and those same 
mountains, inhabited by savage tribes of Indians, and, to all human appear- 
ances, removing to the place pointed out by the prophet seemed one of the 
most improbable things. But not only did the prophet make this genera! 
prophecy respecting this move on the part of the Saints, but the next year, 
1843, he prophecied that within five years the Church would be located in 
the valleys of the Rocky Mountains (See Answers to Questions, by President 
Geo. A. Smith, page 1), and within the time set down in the prophecy, the 
Saints were located by the shores of the Great Salt Lake, 1847. 


Here we must let the stibject rest for the present, only taking apace to re- 
mark, in conclusion, that these prophecies, well known to have been on record 
years before their fulfillment, and of a character that no human wisdom, un- 
aided by the spirit of prophecy, could have foreseen, and all fulfilled to the 
very letter, as may be attested by many witnesses, as fast as the flight of time 
has brought such fulfillment due, is a testimony to the divinity of the * 
of Joseph Smith — world gainsay.
